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3 Maryland Breeders 
Offer Special Deals 
On Their Stallions 


Three Maryland breeders are departing from 
the normal "live foal, payable September 1" fee 
for their stallions this year. 

Mrs. George Howe is offering a "no-win, no- 
fee" deal for Radio Rome; William I. Patterson 
is standing his two studs on a "no-registration, 
no-fee" basis, and Larry MacPhail is offering 
five stallions on a "I-buy-them-or-you-owe-me- 
nothing" contract. 

Q)mmenting on her offer to breeders, Mrs. 
Howe says: "I am just so extremely confident 
that Radio Rome will do well in the stud that 
I don’t think I’m running much of a risk. 

"I’m offering the horse at $500 with the fee 
payable when the resulting foal wins his first 
race or when he is sold. If the foal dies a 
maiden, and is never sold, the breeder owes me 
nothing." 

Patterson explains his program in this 
fashion: "A lot of people with mares get foals 
that aren’t worth registering with The Jockey 
Club. I say that if my stallions (Danherst and 
War Age) sire a foal that’s so blasted poor 
that he isn’t worth registering, then I say that 
breeder owes me nothing. 

"Why should the breeder have to pay for a 
bad foal? It’s not right, and I don’t want to 
stick him. They only have to pay me when 
they tell me they want the stallion breeding 
certificate for registration. 

"When they ask for that certificate, then I 
know we’re both satisfied." 

MacPhail’s deal involves five stallions. 

The colonel is standing Saggy, •Sea Charger, 
•Hesiod, General Staff and •Hafiz in 1962. 
All but •Hafiz (who is in Kentucky) are at 
MacPhail’s Glenangus Farm near Bel Air. 

Says MacPhail: "Due to the sale of my brood¬ 
mares in the recent (May) dispersal, a limited 
number of seasons to all four stallions standing 
at Glenangus (and to •Hafiz standing at Crown 
Crest in Kentucky) are available on special 
terms for 1962. 

"In lieu of breeding fees, we will breed any 
of the five stallions to acceptable mares on 
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Saggy Included, 
Says MacPhail 


either of the following contracts: 

"1. In exchange for an option to purchase 
the resulting foal, if any, at a price agreed 
upon. If the option is not exercised, no stud 
fee will be charged. 

"2. In exchange for an interest in the result¬ 
ing foal, if any, in lieu of the payment of a 
breeding fee." 

Maryland-Bred Fund 

The joint committee representing the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders’ Association and the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective Asso¬ 
ciation has virtually completed its preliminary 
work on its 1962 legislative program. 

The proposed bill will be introduced in the 
Legislature next month, according to Hal C. B. 
Clagett, spokesman for the group. 

Mr. Clagett, a Maryland breeder and Upper 
Marlboro attorney, has worked diligently on 
the program during the fall and winter months. 
Serving with him from the M.H.B.A. have 
been Frank A. Bonsai, Thomas R. OTarrell 
and Snowden Carter. The H.B.P.A. has been 
represented by C. Lamar Creswell, Walter A. 
Appel, Harry Eklof, John T. Sadler and John 
A. Boniface. 

The proposal to be submitted to the Legis¬ 
lature calls for a 1 per cent increase in the 
pari-mutuel take. The additional 1 per cent 
will be allocated entirely to purses at Maryland 
tracks. 

One-third of the 1 per cent will be assigned 
to races for Maryland-breds and two-thirds will 
go into normal overnight purse distribution. 

Spokesmen for Timonium and Marlboro 
have declared themselves 100 per cent in favor 
of the program. The Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission has also indorsed the proposal, and one 
of the commission members, H. Courtenay 
Jenifer, has assisted Mr. Clagett in drawing up 
the bill. 

Should the proposal be favorably acted on, 
Maryland-bred horses will have approximately 
$500,000 in purses at the State’s three mile 
tracks, based on a 156-day season. 
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Joe O'Farrell Tolled His Bell 
While Kentucky Burned/ But 

Maryland Made News, Too

O NE of the most surprising and, at times, 
amusing developments of 1961 was the 
feud that threatened to sever diplomatic relations 
between Kentucky horse breeders and their Flor¬ 
ida "cousins”. It flared into the open as the result 
of some rather broad claims by Floridians that 
Lexingtonians considered unsubstantiated. 

Crackers claimed that Ocala Stud was the 
leading commercial breeder in I960. Not so, said 
the Kentuckians. This honor belonged to Clai¬ 
borne Farm, and didn’t Crown Crest fit in there 
somewhere? 

It also tweaked hardboots more than somewhat 
when Ocala’s Joe O’Farrell detailed his progeny 
(registered Maryland-breds, incidentally) to 
clang, clang, clang a 700-pound ship’s bell every 
time an Ocala-foaled horse won a stakes race. 
’Tis said that when the wind is favorable and 
Harry Isaacs cocks an ear, he can hear it all the 
way over at his place. 

Folks down Lexington way considered this 
downright unsporting, particularly since the vic¬ 
tory bell (courtesy of Morris Schapiro’s Boston 
Iron and Metals Company) bears the inscrip¬ 
tion "U. S. S. KENTUCKY”. The huge brass 
bell tolled lustily by Sue, Margie and Mike 
O’Farrell once was original equipment aboard 
that proud old fighting lady. 

These well-placed burrs were more than the 
Kentuckians could accept in good grace, so they 
founded an organization to foster, promote and 
publicize their blooded horses. Many old-timers 
thought they would see an ad for a Hershey Bar 
before it became necessary for hardboots to resort 
to the hardsell. 

Now, every time that a Kentucky-bred comes 
down in front in a stakes race, press releases are 
hurriedly prepared to so advise the world. 

Virginia is horning into the act, too. They are 
claiming Maryland-breds as Virginia-breds, and 
folks don’t know quite what to make of an im¬ 
ported horse’s being listed as Virginia-bred. Bred 
by a Virginian, but Virginia-bred? 

Joe O’Farrell can clang his bell all he wants, 
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Hickey Jr. 

but the fact remains that the leading money¬ 
winning horse of 1961 was sired by a Maryland 
stallion. Carry Back, whose earnings of $565,349 
place him sixth on the list of all-time money 
winners, was sired by Maryland’s Saggy, at Coun^ 
tiy Life Farm, Bel Air. 

Saggy’s most famous son won 9 of his 16 starts^ 
as a 3-year-old, including the Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness Stakes, Florida Derby, Flamingo, Ever¬ 
glades, and Jerome and Trenton Handicaps. 

Through racing of November 22, Saggy was 
second only to *Ambiorix among the leading 
sires in the country. His 27 winners had won 62 
races and $593,008 in first money. 

A chestnut horse, 1945, by Swing and Sway— 
*Chantress, by Hyperion, Saggy was purchased 
during the summer from Mr. Stanley Sagner for 
$150,000. Operating as syndicate manager, Larry 
S. MacPhail moved the horse from Country Life 
Farm—where the sire of Outer Space had spent 
his entire stud career—to Glenangus Farm, 
Bel Air. 

It was announced that ownership in Saggy 
would be divided into 32 shares, each share being 
offered for $5,000. His stud fee for 1962 has been 
set at $2,5(X), if any services are available to non¬ 
syndicate members. 

Among the sires of 2-year-old winners. Native 
Dancer promised to rank among the top ten in 
the nation at year’s end. The Gray Ghost, who 
holds court at Sagamore, had sired the winners 
of $125,515 in first money, as of November 18.. 
The son of Polynesian—Geisha, by Discovery, 
had out 6 2-year-old winners at last look. These 
included Rattle Dancer, winner of the $100,000 
Hollywood Juvenile Championship, and the dou¬ 
ble winners Look Ma, Scarlet Letter and Vase. 

Native Dancer appears to have had his best 
season in 1961, being credited with five stakes 
winners. He is represented among added-money 
winners by Taboo, Ring Around, Shimmy 
Dancer, Dance Rhythm, and Rattle Dancer. The 
latter was put up last summer by Trainer R. L. 
Wheeler with the rich races at Santa Anita in 
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. JeiT>' P'nitJtott' I*li(>U)

view. Rattle Dancer is owned by C V. Whitney, 
who has been particularly successful in breeding 
to Alfred G. Vanderbilt s gray champion. 

Fourteen Maryland stallions had out stakes- 
winning progeny during the 1961 racing season. 
* Hunters Moon IV gained posthumous honors 
as the sire of Peal, leading steeplechase horse in 
1961, and of Hunter s Rock, winner of the Dixie 
Handicap. 

Syndicated Alerted, standing at Glade Valley 
Farm, Walkersville, is the sire of Mexico’s Horse 
of the Year, Big Yountz. The latter won three 
stakes during his season south of the border. 

Alerted, a winner of $440,485 and a son of 
Bull Lea—Hastily Yours, by John P. Grier, had 
out 4 2-year-old winners in 1961 from a crop of 
12 foals. In I960 he was represented by Alerted 
Girl, leading New Jersey-bred two-year-old of 
the season. 

Double Brandy, also syndicated and standing 
at J. Fred Colwill’s Halcyon Farm, Lutherville, 
had another good season. The son of Question¬ 
naire—Tien Lan, by Blue Larkspur, was repre¬ 
sented by the stakes winners All Brandy and Nip 
o’ Brandy. The former won the Mermaid Stakes 
and was generally regarded as one of the more 
promising members of her division. Her Mer-

maid Stakes win was in the fastest time of the last 
eleven runnings of the Atlantic City feature. 

Nip o Brandy, like All Brandy, achieved 
stakes-winning status as a 2-year-old. In winning 
the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes at Pimlico, he emu¬ 
lated his brother Brandy Sea, winner of the same 
race in I960. 

Double Brandy also had out the 2-year-old 
winners Katzenjammer and King Brandy from 
a crop of 11 foals. 

Bluie West, brown horse, 1951, by Our B(x>ts 
—Sarabelle, by *Pharamond II, begot the stakes 
winner Might is Right, victor in the Prince 
George’s at Bowie. 

British Buddy, which died at the age of 17 at 
Shamrock Farm, sired Our Son Don, winner of 
the Maryland Futurity. The defunct son of Pilate 
—Nell McDonald, by High Cloud, is also cred¬ 
ited with the 2-year-old winner Melrose Silver. 

Discovery, late patriarch of Sagamore Farm, 
popped up in the sire list of stakes winners when 
Empiric accounted for added money in Canada. 
The latter, from the Unbreakable mare. Convert, 
bred by Crown Crest Farm, raced quite well at 
Narragansett Park following the close of the

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Doc Keller 


Says He^s 
Had Enough 



Dck Keller has decided to hang it up. 

The 77-year-old veterinarian took his first 
race track job in 1904 at Pimlico, assisting 
Dr. Frank Mackie. Since 1944, Doc has been 
employed by the Maryland Racing Commission. 

Still sound of limb, wind and brain, Frank 
M. Keller is quitting because his "back and 
leg muscles ache too much in this cold weath¬ 
er.” 

Doc vows he’ll do nothing more strenuous 
than watch television at his Owings Mills 
home for the rest of his life. 

That’s going to be hard on me,” says Mrs. 
Keller. 

You’re darned right it will,” replied Doc. 
You’ll be lucky if you’re living after you’ve 
had me home for 30 days.” 

Everyone who knows Doc Keller is well 
aware that his gruff talk is an affectation. He’s 
3. grand old guy, and racetrackers will miss 
him sorely. 

Born in East Baltimore May 1, 1884, Doc 
attended Loyola College and the University of 
Pennsylvania Veterinary College. He served 
as chief veterinarian for the Ringling Broth¬ 
ers circus soon after graduating from veterinary 
college. 

I liked the circus people,” he says. "They 
were clean-cut and nice. But the job wasn’t 
easy. Seemed like you wore oilskins and boots 
the year-round.” 

Clawed by a lion during his year with the 
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circus, Doc spent "three or four months” re¬ 
covering in a hospital. 

The lion tamer,” he recalls, "was supposed 
to have tied the lion up so he couldn’t move. 
He had a bony growth on his jaw which I 
was supposed to remove. I took my knife and 
sliced into it. 

Before I could tell what had happened, 
that lion was on his feet. The lion tamer and 
I ran to the door of the cage. The lion tamer 
got out in time, I didn’t.” 

Later, Doc served in the veterinary corps as 
a lieutenant during World War 1. After his 
discharge in 1920, he was hired by H. Guy 
Bedwell. 

"I worked for Bedwell until 1944,” says Doc. 

He wasn t too tough to get along with. We 
had a fight once every five years. 

He was a natural born horseman. Probably 
made five or six fortunes. I’ve seen him win 
as huch as $35,000 on a single race. We had 
about 55 horses in the stable. The best were 
Sir Barton and Billy Kelly. 

When Bedwell bet his money, you could 
pretty well count on his horse being there. I 
cashed some bets, myself. Biggest was between 
twelve and $15,000. Took off the job twice to 
go around the world. Went everywhere. 
Places like Hawaii, Japan, China. 

"I used to say that if I could be sure of a 
bet three times in a row. I’d retire. I was never 
that sure. Had to keep working until I was 
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Jeny Fnitkoff nioto

seventy-seven. 

"Of course, that was back in the days of the 
bookmakers. A man wouldn’t have a chance 
to cash bets like that today with the mutuel 
machines. Then you could bet a thousand at 
12 or 15 to one. Now if you bet, the odds 
drop, and everybody else starts betting on your 
horse, too." 

The quality of horses and horsemen isn’t 
what it used to be, says Doc. 

"Not enough distance races today," Doc as¬ 
serts. "I can remember when four mile races 
were regular things. Today, they’d have to put 
mattresses and beds at the head of the stretch 
for the horses. 

"And the 2-year-olds are raced too much 
and too early now. A 2-year-old shouldn't run 
before June. The good ones ought to start 


three or four times, then be put away for the 
season. 

"But there’s too much money around for 
young horses. They’ve got to run for it, I 
guess. 

"The Kentucky Derby comes to early in the 
year, and so does the Preakness. Those 3-year- 
old races ought to be run in June or later." 

Doc, who was made a widower when the 
first Mrs. Keller died early in the 1950’s, is 
married now to Ida Keller, a former vaude¬ 
ville performer. 

"I’m a perfect husband," says Doc, modest¬ 
ly. "I used to have two bad habits but I got 
rid of both of them. 

"I lost the first one when prohibition came 
in. And old age took care of the other one."

"^Peveron Comes To Maryland 


Peter Jay has found the horse he was look¬ 
ing for—but he had to go all the way to Italy 
to get him. 

*Peveron, a top-class Italian runner, has ar¬ 
rived in Maryland and will make his first sea¬ 
son at stud this spring. He will stand at a $750 
stud fee, and shares in the horse will be sold 
at $2,500. 

At Mr. Jay’s Windmill Hill Farm near Havre 
de Grace, *Peveron will join Career Boy in 
the stallion barn. * Northern Star, formerly a 
Windmill Hill Farm resident, is now standing 
at the Malabar Farm in New Jersey. 

The acquisition of *Peveron involved a four- 
week trip abroad for Mr. and Mrs. Jay, but, 
once *Peveron was examined, Peter took only a 
few hours to decide on the purchase of the 7- 
year-old horse. 

We went to England for two weeks first,” 
says Mr. Jay. ’’But we found nothing we liked. 
Then we went to Ireland and spent another 

30 


two weeks without buying anything. 

’Had a wonderful time, though. Even went 
hunting. It was the first time I had been on a 
horse in years. Those people were awfully nice. 
I didn’t have any clothes to hunt in. Wore al¬ 
most what I’m wearing now. 

The horse we liked best while in England 
and Ireland was Miraglo, an Aureole colt. But 
he wasn’t for sale. The ones we could buy 
weren’t what I wanted. You couldn’t call any 
of them topnotch horses. 

Then I heard about Peveron in Italy. I 
left my wife in Ireland and flew down there. 
The Italian trainer, Louis Turner, met me at 
the airport and took me to the track at Milan. 

”1 was awfully impressed by the set-up at 
the track there. They have great stone court¬ 
yards, a seven-furlong straight course and a 
truly beautiful layout. I saw Malvedo. He was 
just out of training. 

’’Then I saw Peveron, and I was truly im- 
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pressed. Turner talked to Peveron’s owner, 
Gino Mantovani, for me. Not being able to 
understand a word of Italian, I honestly can’t 
say what transpired between them. 

"But I bought the horse, and then I took 
a plane back to Ireland.” 

* Peveron’s shipment to the United States 
involved more time. 

The horse (who was just out of training) 
was sent by rail to Paris, and it was there 
that he boarded a regular cargo plane for New 
York. 

Mr. Jay has been a commercial breeder in 
Maryland since 1946. He rates *Peveron as 
one of the most promising young stallions he 
has ever obtained. 

Other stallions (in addition to Career Boy 
and * Northern Star) which he has had at 
Windmill Hill Farm include George Case, 
Grand Slam, *Acramitis and * Advocate. 

*Peveron is by the leading Italian sire Tra- 
ghetto and is out of Veneziana, a high-class 
stakes-placed mare. Veneziana (by Pilade) is 
a thoroughly proven producer. 

Traghetto’s get include Nuccio, Zamoretto, 
Alberigo and Rio Marin. 

*Peveron, a winner of thirteen races and 16,- 
702,(XX) lira, was a highly durable performer 
as well as being top-class. He raced through 
the 1961 season when he was 6 years old. 

Among his more notable stakes victories 
was a score in the seven-furlong Premio Chi- 
usura as a 2-year-old. In that race, he con¬ 
fronted horses of all ages, winning by three 
lengths. 

He was third weighted on the Italian Free 
Handicap following his 2-year-old season. 

Pistorio Buys * Monte Carlo 

* Monte Carlo, a 9-year-old classic-winning 
New Zealand-bred, will make his first season at 


stud this spring, standing at the farm of his new 
owners, Mr. and Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio. 

Imported to this country in 1959 by Henry 
H. Hecht, * Monte Carlo was a stakes-winner and 
track record breaker over the turf in the U. S. A. 

But his best races were in Australia. Before 
his importation, he won the Australian Jockey 
Club Derby, the Australian Jockey Club St. Leger 
and the Victoria Derby, twice defeating * Sailor’s 
Guide, winner of Laurel’s Washington Interna¬ 
tional. 

J. Bowes Bond, the Marylander who trained 
* Monte Carlo in this country, recalls that the 
horse ran his best race in Delaware Park’s 1959 
Sussex Turf Handicap in which he established 
a new course record. 

"That race was only his second start in this 
country,” says Bond. "When he got over here he 
became sick, just like all the horses shipped long 
distances seem to do. 

"When we got him straightened out we ran 
him at Monmouth and then shipped him to 
Delaware. After he won that race the handi- 
cappers were saying he’d give Round Table a 
battle. 

"But the truth is that his suspensories started 
to give him trouble after the Sussex. We kept 
patching him up and trying to go on with 
him, but he was never really the same horse 
afterwards.” 

* Monte Carlo boasts a powerful pedigree— 
one in which close relatives to * Royal Charger, 
*Nasrullah and *Phar Lap uirn up repeatedly. 

Mr. Pistorio has not set a definite stud fee 
for the Australian. 

"My main goal,” says Pistorio, "is to get some 
decent mares to the horse. I’m not too con¬ 
cerned about charging big money for him right 
now. If I can get a good book for him, nature 
will take care of the rest.”

William J. Jaeger, Jr. 

The Laurel race track lost its publicity chief 
on December 18 when William J. Jaeger, Jr. 
died at the Union Memorial Hospital in Balti¬ 
more. 

Mr. Jaeger was 45. He is survived by his wife, 
Jane; two children, John, 14, and Christie, 11, 
and his mother, Mrs. Lois Fuhrman Jaeger. 

A reporter for the Baltimore News-Post from 
1937 to 1952, Bill Jaeger gained greater renown 
for his work at Laurel, particularly with the 
Washington International. 

No one close to the behind-the-scenes activ¬ 
ities at Laurel can doubt that a great portion 
of the success of that annual fall classic was di¬ 
rectly attributable to Bill Jaeger. 

Jaeger lived and slept his job. 

His former press box associates were in the 
habit of calling him' International Jaeger’’. 

Jaeger (pronounced with a soft ’’J” as in 
Yeager) was a tall, dark-haired man, impeccably 
dressed. Gracious, yet humble, he was a public¬ 
ity chief who freely admitted that he would 
never know all the answers. 

He had a habit of addressing his friends with 
the suffix of Old Boy ”. It was because of this 
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that Bill acquired the affectionate moniker of 
"Yeag, Old Boy”. 

Yeag had always been bothered by an asth¬ 
matic condition. It was this ailment, compli¬ 
cated by pneumonia, which proved fatal. 

Yeag first came to the race tracks as the late 
Gaby Haugh’s assistant. Gaby, who died in 1955, 
was a famed East Coast handicapper for the 
News-Post. Yeag was his right hand man. 

In 1952, Yeag left the News-Post to become 
publicity director for the track owned by Morris 
Schapiro and his son, John. John, Laurel’s pres¬ 
ident, soon conceived the idea for an interna¬ 
tional race, and, in the fall of 1952, the first 
Washington International was run. 

Although his dress and manner indicated he 
would never heve been at ease on a farm, Yeag 
frequently expressed the opinion that he should 
give up the hustle and bustle of his work and 
retire to the country. 

That s what I ought to do,” he would say. 
”My father loved the country. He was a great 
pigeon raiser.” 

John O. Needles 

John Oliver Needles, a former official at Pim¬ 
lico, Laurel and Bowie, died in Miami Springs 
(Fla.) on December 19. 

Mr. Needles, who was 60 years of age, is 
survived by his wife, Ellen, and three daugh¬ 
ters—Mrs. William Blalock, Mrs. Jonathan 
Field and Miss Elizabeth Elliott Nc^edles. 

A graduate of Gilman School and Princeton

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University, Jack Needles is best remembered 
to Marylanders for his services at Pimlico during 
the administration of H. A. Parr 3d. 

He later went to Bowie when that track was 
sold to a New York syndicate, and, for a while, 
he worked at Laurel when it was owned by the 
Maryland Jockey Club. 

Mr. Needles was an Air Force major during 
World War II. 

When serving at Pimlico as ’’secretary” he 
was, in effect, the assistant to the president. He 
made his rounds of the stable area on horseback, 
a mode of travel rarely used by present day 
officials. 

In recent years, Mr. Needles had been work¬ 
ing at the tracks in New York and Florida. 


R. Roy McClarin 

R. Roy McClarin, well-known horse breeder 
and owner, died at the Hanover (Pa.) Gen¬ 
eral Hospital on December 24. 

Mr. McClarin, a retired industrial execu¬ 
tive, was 66 years old. 

At his Pine Run Farm, located between 
Abbottstown and Cross Keys (Pa.), Mr. Mc¬ 
Clarin raised both Thoroughbreds and Stand- 
ardbreds. He normally sold his Standardbreds 
as yearlings and raced most of his Thorough¬ 
breds. 

Mrs. George A. Saportas, Jr. had trained the 
McClarin stable in recent years. 

Mr. McClarin is survived by his wife, mother, 
one brother and one sister.

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Good Old Sweet Badge Dispenser 

Among the many duties performed by Charles H. Johnson at Pimlico and Charles Town was 
the allocation of badges to members of the working press. 

Mr. Johnson was also publicity director, but some selfish persons thought more of his badges 
than his day-in, day-out efforts behind a typewriter. 

He frequently got badge requests from persons he had never heard of or about. A check in 
Editor & Publisher on the fanciest letterhead would reveal absolutely nothing. The letterhead 
might have been printed for purely personal gain, and the 'editors” staff may have been limited 
to his wife and children. 

But there was nothing phony about one letter Mr. Johnson received last month at Pimlico. It 
was from a Western Union teletype operator who is occasionally assigned to the racetracks. 

The author of the letter is remembered by Mr. Johnson. 

Says the publicity director: "I met him once several years ago. I’ve remembered him because 
he writes to me frequently. Usually about a week before a meeting begins.” 

The letter, under the date of December 12, 1961, follows: 


DEAR PAL CHARLIE: 

JUST DROPPING YOU A LINE, AND THIS COMING XMAS 
MAY GOD BLESS YOU AND YOURS ON THAT HOLY DAY AND MAY THE 
LORD ALWAYS SHINE UPON YOU AND YOURS. FROM THE BOTTOM OF MY 
HEART I GREET YOU THIS COMING XMAS. OUR WONDERFUL LITTLE 
FAMILY, MY TWO GIRLS MY YOUNG SON ROBERT FRANCIS AND MY FIVE 
GRAND KIDS ALL SEND YOU AND YOURS THEIR LOVE AND WILL ALWAYS 
PRAY FOR A GRAND GUY AND ALL THE LADS UP IN THE PRESS BOX. 
CHARLIE, MY MRS. HAS NEVER BEEN TO CHARLES TOWN AND I WOULD BE 
GRATEFUL FOR A COUPLE BADGES FOR THE MEETING. I WOULD LOVE TO 
TAKE HER OFTEN AS I CAN AND WILL ALWAYS BE GRATEFUL TO A SWELL 
GUY. PLS SEND THEM TO MY HOME ADDRESS. 

Did Mr. Johnson send the badges to the teletype operator and his Mrs..^ 

"Yes,” Charlie replied. "He had so many people praying for me, I was afraid not to.” 


Breeding Short Course 


Breeding practices and management are two 
of the most important phases in making a live¬ 
stock enterprise profitable. Not only must a 
breeder know the principles and theory of breed¬ 
ing, but he must be able to interpret these and 
apply them to his own herd in such a manner 
that continual improvement is noted. 

In order to assist livestock breeders in im¬ 
proving the breed. The Pennsylvania Univer¬ 
sity will offer a short course in breeding on 
March 20 and 21 on the University Park campus. 

The first day will be devoted to general prin¬ 
ciples. Included in the discussion will be items 
such as: Genetic Basis of Livestock Breeding, 
Application of Genetic Principles to Animal 
Breeding, Development and Use of Production 
Records, Evaluation and Use of Pedigrees and 
Show Ring Records, Merchandising your Pure¬ 
bred Livestock and Panel Disaission and Ques¬ 
tions asked by Breeders. 

The second day will be devoted to applying 
the principles of breeding to various classes of 
livestock. Members of the group will go to the

session in which they are most interested. Thus, 
there will be a seaion on horses which will cover 
the Reproduction Physiology of the Horse, 
Breeding Difficulties, Breeding Systems and In¬ 
heritance Traits in Horses. 

Any individual sixteen years of age or older 
is eligible to attend the course. Registration fee 
is $10 for Pennsylvania residents and $15 for 
non-Pennsylvania residents.

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Group Is Endeavoring 

To Save Maryland's Historic Belair Stud

A blast from a shotgun sounded the first 
death toll for historic Belair Stud—Maryland’s 
shrine of thoroughbred racing near Bowie 
being developed into a 4,5(X)-home community. 

Mrs. Ann Woodward had mistaken her hus¬ 
band for a prowler in the dark hallway of their 
Oyster Bay (N. Y.) home in October, 1955. 
And on the receiving end of the English-made 
gun was the last master of Belair, 3 5-year-old 
William Woodward, Jr. 

Just five days before the grim tragedy, the 
handsome sportsman had landed his bright 
new private plane on Belair’s pastures where 
he once played as a child. 

This was to be his final visit to the oldest 
stud farm in continuous operation in the coun¬ 
try. A few days later he was dead, and the 215- 
year-old heritage was doomed. 

Today, a huge community is blossoming over 
the rolling pastures of Belair and the Georgian 
mansion where living was done in great pomp 
and ceremony. 

A nearby resident wants to save the mansion 
for a museum devoted to Maryland horse- 
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breeding, with possibly a small stallion stable. 

Mrs. John J. Bowling, of Bellefield, has pro¬ 
moted a meeting of interested persons to be 
held this month at the Maryland Historical So¬ 
ciety, West Monument street and Park avenue. 

In the 1740’s Benjamin Tasker, a president 
of the Colonial Council of Maryland, decided 
to build the home for the 47-year-old governor, 
Samuel Ogle, who had married his daughter. 

Ogle brought his 18-year-old bride to the 
great estate of 3,600 acres that included a deer 
park, a private racing track, and a kennel of 
fox hounds. 

The couple traveled in style in a heavy coach 
with the Ogle coat-of-arms emblazoned out¬ 
side, and liveried outriders guided them through 
the lakes, rolling woods and pastures. 

In Colonial times Belair was the home of 
the prolific ’’Old Gray Mare,” Selima, a matri¬ 
arch of the blooded stud book. Governor Ogle 
imported his thoroughbreds from Britain via 
four-masted sailing ships. 

A founder of the Maryland Jockey Club, 
he was proprietory governor from 1731 to

1742, and again from 1747 to 1752. 

His son, Benjamin, who also lived at Belair, 
was State governor from 1798 to 1801. 

The last of the Ogles occupied the estate 
in 1871. 

The Woodward family took over the vast 
farm in 1898. 

The weanlings and yearlings of the Belair 
paddocks met the ancestral demands of some of 
America’s finest thoroughbreds that took their 
first uncertain steps at the farm. 

There were Gallant Fox and Omaha, famed 
Triple Crown winners of the Derby, Belmont 
Stakes, and the Preakness. 

And Nashua, the million-dollar winner who 
gained two legs of the Triple Crown running 
in the white and red polka dot silks of the 
Woodward stables. 

Other famous Belair horses included: Johns¬ 
town, Faireno, Vagrancy, Apache, Granville, 
Prince Simon, and Black Tarquin. 

William Woodward, Sr., who died just a 
year before his son was killed, had named the 
place Belair and continued the gentlemanly art 
of horse breeding. 

But following the son’s death, the great stable 
was dissolved, the antiques sold at auction, and 
the farm purchased for another suburbia. 

The Baltimore Museum of Art, through gen¬ 
erous donations by the Woodward family, set 
up a wing to house the Woodward collection 
of portraits of through bred horses. 

The prize-winning shorthorn herd is gone, 
along with the families who tenanted the to¬ 
bacco and corn fields for generations. 

And the thoroughbreds have gone to Ken¬ 
tucky—leaving the vinecovered brick stables 
and the iron jockeys to the subdivider.

*His Nickel, also dead, sired Nickel Boy, who 
has won stakes in three of his five seasons on the 
track. Nickel Boy, sixth leading Maryland-bred 
money-winner of all time, has won in excess of 
$290,000. 

Loser Weeper, sire of scores of hard-hitting 
horses before an accident forced his destruction 
at Sagamore Farm, begot Ess Jay, winner of the 
first running of the Quebec Stakes at Blue Bon¬ 
nets, September 9. As a three-length winner of 
the second division of the $6,500-added race, Ess 
Jay paid $59.40. A gelding out of Peerless Lady, 
by ^Challenger II, Ess Jay was bred and is owned 
by S. J. Langill. 

Prince E^re, stakes-winning son of *Prince- 
quillo—Penny Dare, by * Challenger II, was the 
sire of two stakes winners in 1961. His son 
Levenia Prince won the Marlboro Nursery in the 
fastest time of the four divisions. Dare Do Well 
established a new track record for a mile and 70 
yards in winning the Governor’s Handicap at 
Suffolk Downs. 

Prince Dare is also the sire of the 2-year-old 
winners Dare’s New Hope, Dan’s Dares, Fan- 
dare, Hobo Queen, Kathy Dares and My Last 
Dare. He stands at Woodlawn Farm, Ellicott 
City. 

* River War, exceptionally well-bred son of 
Nearco—Ferry Pool, by Hyperion, owned by 
Walter E. Crismer, is the sire of Wise Command, 
three-time stakes winner in Canada in 1961. 

*Sea Charger, by the late * Royal Charger— 
Sea Flower, by Walvis Bay, and who shares stud 
duties at Glenangus Farm along with Saggy 
and General Staff, is the sire of Sea Spirit, win¬ 
ner of the New Jersey Futurity. 

Sun Bahram, to be joined at Bowling Brook 
by the young stallion Nade in 1962, notched up 
a stakes winner in Hughesville, first home in a 
division of the Marlboro Nursery Stakes. 

I'hus, even before final returns are in, the 
picture insofar as Maryland stallions are con¬ 
cerned is quite promising. It is not every year 
that Old Line studs beget the leading money- 
winner of the season, the top steeplechaser, 
Mexico’s Horse of the Year, and finish well up 
on both the general sire list and list of leading 
sires of 2-year-olds. 

If this keeps up, we’ll have to join the parade, 
too, and have Mr. Schapiro get us a ship’s bell 
(not from the U.S.S. FLORIDA) and send out 
press releases. Heck, we might even send up a 
Martin missile and beep it around the world!

Conformation—A typical *Nasrullah type. Best proof of his appearance is his 
sales price as a yearling—$60,000.

*Nasrullah’s prowess as a sire of runners and a sire of sires needs no ampli¬ 
fication. His record is certain to live forever. 

Shy Katie, a stakes-placed mare, has had only three colt foals. Two of them 
were stakes winners—Martins Rullah and Our Rullah. The third was Jedgar 
Ruler who earned $20,450 during his 3-year-old season. 

Shy Katie’s dam is Fair Weather, the dam of Fair Ruler. Fair Ruler’s first 
crop numbered only seven foals. As 2-year-olds of 1960, six of them started, 
two (Bronzerullah and Dream On) won stakes. 

Performance—Martins Rullah won the Experimental Handicap, Lawrence Reali¬ 
zation and was 2d in the Yankee Handicap and 3d in the Wood Memorial 
and Idlewild Handicap. Tough and durable, he made 15 starts at two and 
33 starts at three. He retired with earnings of $103,572. 

The only thing Martins Rullah lacks is stakes-winning offspring. That should 
come about in 1963 when his oldest foals become two-year-olds. In 1960, his 
first season at stud, he had a book of 23 mares and got 20 in foal.
